Again, it is said that no words were uttered 
by apy one during the enacting ef the final 
scene, further than one of them expressed his 
desire of the, mauner cf adjusting the rope 
around his néck. 

The ropes used were ordinary cotton, which 
appear to have been used as plow lines. As soon 
as it was possible for the sheriff té do so, he 
went to spot of the execution, taking with him 


render any assistance tothe five limp bodies 
they fuund dangling from the trees, four from 
ope tree on the east side of the road and 
the other from the limb of a stout oak hard by 
on the opposite side. Life was found to be ex- 
tinct. 

The sheriff caused the bodies to be cut down 
immediately, and on blankets, spread upon the 
ground, laid them side by side under the 
branches of the tree on which the four were 
hanged. Here the bodies remained until late 
yeeterday afternoon, when they were removed 
| for burial. 

Prinley Thomson's relatives took possession 
of his body, and the body of Bailey Dowdle 
was taken possession of by his father. The 
other bodies were buried at the expense of the 
county. 

News of the Jynching spread over the town 
rapidly, and from early in the morning until 
late in the day thescene was visited by throngs 
of persons. The colored people, of course, vis- 
ited the dead bodies with no less motives of 
curiosity than the whites, but if they were dis- 
posed to censure the act, they gave expressions 
in woids to.no such feeling. 

TNE CORONER'S IPQUEST. 

A cororer’s jury was empaneled at 11 o’clock, 
the sheriff being the only witness examined. 
He testificd as fellows: 

“On this morningabout half-past four o'clock. 
I was awakened from my sleep by a noise in 
the frout portico. Some one was loudly calling 
and demanding the keys of the jail. I got up 
and walked out to the door without putting on 
my clothes. When I got to the portico, I found 
that it was filled with men, completely cutting 
me off from the averuc leading up to the door. 
They demanded the keys, 
were going to Isnch the murderers. I 
told them that I would not give them the 
keys. I saw that they were too many for me, 
and it was nouse to offer any resistance, They 
numbered, perhaps, sixty or soventy-five. 
There wes considerable excitement, and I 
conid not tell the exact number. [ 
refvscd to _ give them the keys, 
but very soon fonnd that they were 
prepared with sledge-hammers and axes 
tc open the doors for themselves, I went back 
to my room, picked up a sixteen shooter I had 
there and fired as fastas I could in order to 
raise the alarm that something was going 
wrong at the jail. 

“After a few shots my gun refused to fire on 
account of along cartridge getting fastened in 
it. ] got held of several more cartridgos, pat 
them in the guu and fired them off. I then 
put on my clothes and started up the street 
after assistance, but on reaching Dr. Alli- 
son’s I heard the crowd leaving 
the jail with the prisoners, and concluded that 
they were not going to hurt me. I went back 
to the jail, ordered my horse, sent for Dr 
White, and followed after the lynching par 
as far as the mile post. Here I found a stoUg 
guerd across the road and I did not cs® ©, 
tackle it. I afterward summoned Dr, White 
and gome other men to go with me, an/ found 
the five prisoners—Giles Good, ‘cindley 
Thomson, Mose Lipscomb, Dan Roberts, 
and Barley Dowdle, hanging uy by their 
necks, On examination by Dr, Vhite they 
were found to be dead. I did not ce the men 
hung, but supposed that they wre hung by 
the same party that took them at of the jail.”

THE ELECTIONS #N CHICAGO ND 
ELSEW HERE. 


The Republicars Succersful in Chicago and Gia- 
rati-The Liquor Fight in Michigan —- 
Sides Claimtrg Victory—An Offieiat Conn’ 
Necessary to Determine Hesul's. 


Cyrcaco, April 5.—Weather clear an¢old. 
Reports from nearly all wards indicate rery 
large vote will be polled. The contest li be- 
tween republicans and labor candidatesery 
few prohibition votes being cast, althousthe 
prohibitionists have ticket peddlers at nriy 
all polling places. The polls opened six 
o’clock andthe greater portion of the »or 
vote was polled during the early honurs.At 
nine o’clock reports from various propts 
showed that from one-fourth to one-halihe 
entire registered vote had been cast. 

At 3 o’cock, wit hin one hour of the cloig 
of the polls, it is estimated that 70,000 vos 
have been polled. The absolute defeat of «4 
labor ticket is assured, but estimates a3» 
majorities are conjectural. While the lat 
ant socialistic leaders have made claims th 
they would poll 40,000 votes, it is cerSain th 
the vote will fall below 30,000, and the claim 
even made that the party will not cast exceec 
ixg 20,000 votes, as a total showing of th 
party strength Very few democrats hav 
voted the labor ticket, and while some re 
mained away from the polls, the support ef th 
republican ticket by the democrats has bee 
as hearty as by the republicans themselves: 
The fourteenth ward{which is the socialistic 
stronghold, aud which the labor managers 
claimed their party would carry by 3,000 to 
4,000 majority, has undoubtedly gone repubili- 
can. Theshowing in other wards claimed by

CHICAGO’S DANGER. 


The Insurance Companies Would Have 
Withdrawn Had the Socialists Triumphed, 

CuicaGo, April 5.—The Times says: 

The report was current yesterday that J. V. Far- 
well & Co. had some time ago written to several! in- 
surance companies throughout the country, which 
are reprerented here, asking for an increased line 
of insurance and that theinsurance companies had 
refused to take any more risksin Chicago until af- 
ter the present local election was decided, and if 
the socialistic ticket was elected, that they would 
withdraw from here entirely. 

A reporter called upon Farwell resterday and 
asked him in regard to the report. 

‘Well,’ said the gentleman, ‘‘you can form your 
own opinion from this letter.” 

The letter in question was from the vice-presi- 
dent of an insurance company to whom Mr. Far- 
wellbad written. It stated that the risk had been 
offered to another company whose president de- 
clined it, giving as the reason for his action, “‘the 
fear that the anarchists may, some day, burn up 
your city.” 

“There,” said Mr. Farwell, after the reporter had 
read the letter, ‘is the fact, and it speaks for itself. 
The gentleman who has charge of our insurance 
may beable totell you more.” This gentlenan 
said that in case of victory for the socialists today, 
he wes afeured thata large number of insurance 
companies would withdraw their risks. 


THE MICHIGAN AMENDMENTS. 


Returns Slow Coming In--The Prohibition 
Amendment Defeated. 

Detroit, Mich., April 5.—While returns 
from the counties are still delayed, it is certain 
that Long (republican) is elected to the su- 
preme bench by a handsome majority. He 
runs ahead of Campbell (republican) in nearly 
every polling place. Campbell is probably 
elected by a majority one-third less than 
Long’s, and the republican regents have been 
successful by majorities between the two 
judges. The country has gone strongly for 
prehibition, but the returns are not yet suffi- 
ciently definite to say whether the country 
has been able to wipe out the majorities acynst 
the amendment rolled up by the cities. he 
probability this morning was thatthe amend- 
ments had been carried, but by a small major- 
ity. The salaries amendment was defe 
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the socialists is almost equally disastrous, It- 
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elected by 10,000and that the amendment is 
defeated ty about ;the same figure. 

At 16 o'clock this morning Professor Dickte, 
chairman of the prohibition state committee. 
claimed that the ameudment had been carried 
by 30,000 majority. 

Returns from yesterday's election are slowly 
comingin. It being settled that the republican 
state ticket has been elected by about 10,099 
plorslity, theinterest centers on the prohibi- 
tion amend ment. 

The Evening Journal says itis defeated by 
8,500 majority and others claim the majority 
will reach 15,000, but the prohibition. commit- 
tee still claims the adoption of the amend- 
ment. This claim is based gn the factthat ali 
the cities have been heard from, while country 
locslities, where the movement had ite 
greatest strength, have not yet 
been fnily reported. All the figures 
so far reeeived on the amendment are parily 
estimated avd no confidence can be placed in 
them, although it seems probable that the 
amendmcut is defeated by a small vote. This 
evé{ ing the probibitionists claim that frauds 
wt committed against them in several wards 
iu this-city, and say that several precincts will 
be contested. It is asserted that known prohi- 
bitionists were prevented from voting; that 
ballots for the amendment were destroyed; 
that opponents of that measure were allowed 
to vote several times, and that votes against 
the amendment were purchased. 

LATER RETUENS CHANGE THE RESULT. 

Later figures materially change the result of 
the vote on the prohibition’ amendment. The 

Erening Journal's figures now show 9,000 
avainet the amendment and it is unlikely that 
the majority will be overcome. .The salaries 
amendment is probably carried.

herecent law allowing women to vote in 
chool . affairs, In Sturgeon Bay one 
‘undred of them voted, but else- 
there their ballots were refused. Tn 
Jelavan, eighty prominent ladies marched to 
he polls in the morning in procession. A 
Ircly diseussion followed, speeches being 
mce for and against their right to vote. After 
considerable excitement, the board refused to 
saepithe votes ofthe ladies.

RULING ON THE RAIL 


ARGUMENTS BEFORE THE INTER- 
STATE COMMISSION. 


ie of Scuthern Lings Accorded a Hear- 
ing—The Commissioners to Render a Decision 
in the Case of the Scuthern Ratiway and 
Steamship Association, Bic., Btv. 


WasuineTon, April 5.—General counsel of 
Richmond and Danville system, Major Suell- 
man; traflic manager of the Central Railroad 
and Banking company, of Georgia, and Vice 
President Smith, of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville company, appeared before the iuterstate 
commerce commission this morning, each in 
behalf of his own corporation, to file the nece3- 
sary formal petitions for relief. In each case 
the purpose of the petitions is to sccure s8us- 
pension of the operation of the long and short 
haul featare ofthe law for the present, and 
until the commission can give hearings upon 
each specific case. 

The commission has selected as permanent 
quarters the fifth story of the Suan building. 
This is an eight-story, marble-front structure, 
to which the builders are just putting the 
finishing touches. It was built by andis the 
property of the Baltimore Sun. It is centrally 
located upon F street, nearly midway between 
the postoffice and the interior department on 
ithe one hand and the treasury on the other, 
and has every convenience known and approv? 
ed of modern architecture. The annual rent 
of the floor is $3,600. 
Congressman Butterworth, accompanied by 
Captain J.T. Stockdale, of the Pittsburg and 
Cincinnati steamship company; Captain Gas 
Hanekell, of the Big Sandy and Louisville mail 
line, appeared before the commission as repre- 
eentatives of the “river interests.” 

3utterworth, as spokesman of the delegation, 
addressed the commissioners. He maintained 
that the railroads were agencies of tne govern- 
ment, and that the powers conferred upon 
them were conferred by all citizens, and hence 
should not be exercised for the advantage of 
one class against another. The present ten- 
dency was to produce great aggregations of 
people in large cities, because corporate agen- 
cies of the government gave special privileges 
to favored points, taxing some 
for the benefit of others. It was not 
for the public good that this should be. If 
one detired to starta factory atan interme- 
diate point, it could not be done; not because 
the advantages were lacking, but becanse the 
government agencies would tax it in the way 
of traneportation charges forthe purpose of 
driving out competition. Men who carry 
freight uponthe great natural highways— 
rivers--have no power of this kind. They 
could not forestall markets. If one chose to 
charge ex.rbitent rates, another would enter 
upon the same line. The railroads now asked 
authority to fix rates which wil! drive factories 
from the rivers. Their charges were not to be 
fixed in accordance with any systematic ad- 
justment of rates, but as a matter of competi- 
tion in which ose party or the other musi go 
under. There were classes of goods, and 
always would be, which would go by rail, 
irrespective of rates or competing lines. He 
noticed by the reports laid before the commis- 
sion by some of the roads, that their through 
treflic was only ten per cent of their whole. 
In his cpinion, it would bo inconsiderable. 
Touching the local trade, one man whose ahip- 
ments were but haif a <aninad; was vom-» 
pelled to pay fourth-class rates, which 
larger shippers of the same sort of 
material, shipping hundreds of cars, was given 
rates of the fifth class, and reaped advantages 
from this disclimination which had a tendency 
to crush out small shippers. In his opinion it 
was the purpore ofthe law to prevent these 
discriminations, which foster great agerega- 
tions and tend to the proluction of Gullivers 
and pigmies. 

Vice-President Smith. of the Louisville and 
Nasbviile road, says that 50 far asthe southern 
association was concerned, there was no dis- 
crimination in favor of large cities. Managers 
of railroads recognized that it was not for their 
interests to centralize business and trade. 

George F. Blanchard, chairman of the Cen- 
tral Trafic assce¢iation, appeared and addressed 
the commission briefly in behalf of the Michi- 
gen roads, setting forth the circumstances 
which tend to the establishment of lower 
throngh rates from Milwaukee across the lake 
and thence across the state of Michigan, than 
could be given for local traffic by reason of all- 
rajlroad competition via Chicago, These roads 
asked permission to maintsin local rates, irre- 
spective of through rates, until such a time as 
the commissioners shall be able to take the 
peculiar circumstances and situation into con- 
sideration. 

John S. Lazarns, general freight agent of 
the Indianapolis, Decatur and Springfield rail- 
way, applied by letter for “the privilege of 
charging less on grain and other traffic received 
from connecting lines at junctions than we 
make from our local stations.” He says, for 
example, the local from Tucola, Ill, to Indian- 
apolis is nine cents and the rate from Indian- 
apolis to New York is 23 cents, making 32 cents 
from Tucola to New York. The rates of other 
reads is 274 cents and if 
this rcad participates in connecting line busi- 
ness, if must reduce local rates by 4} 
cents. 

A. D. Smith, general passenger agent of ths 
Pittsburg and Lake Erie road, has presented a 
petition asking that the long and short haul 
provision be waived for the present as regards 
the transportation of passengers bet weea Pitts- 
burg and New York. This line is longer than 
the route which it is in competition with, and 
to get a small portion of pasteuger -traflic has 
put down rates. 3 

R. A. Anderson, superintendent of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad company, extending 
from Atlanta to Chattanooga, petitions to be 
relieved from the operation of the fourth sac- 
tion and to charge less for longer than shorter 
hauls from and through Atlanta, Rome and 
Chattanooga and immediate points in order to 
enable said company to meet water cempanies’ 
rates. 

The commission went into secret session, 
and considered the petition presented by the 
Scuthern Railway and Steamship association, 
asking relief from the operations of the long 
and short baul clause of the interstate com- 
merce act. Although no final conclusion was 
reached, the discussion indicates that the opera- 
tions of this clause of the law will be tem- 
porsrily suspended, as respect to these roads, 
pending a full hearing of their case. I¢ is 
probable that a decision will be arrived at to- 
morrow and that public announcement will be 
made of the conclusion reached, .

There were present Gea- 
eral Passenger Agents J.R Wood, of the Peua- 
sylvania; W. F. Holwill, of the Delaware, Lack- 
awanna and Western; H. M. Onett, of the New 
York Central; C. E. Lambert, ofthe West 
Shore, and L. P. Farmer, of the Erie. 

It is denied that the decision of the agree- 
ing companies of the Trunk Line association 
and central traffic association not to do busi- 
ness with those lines which have not signified 
their agreement in compact to cut off commis- 
sions to scalpers, is intended asa boycott. It 
is simply a business agreement. If theseroads 
cannot agree with otherson how they shall 
do business, of course, they cannot do business 
atall. The interstate commerce law provides 
that rates shall not be changed after the filing 
of schedules with the commission a violation of 
the law being a penal offence.

AMERICUS TO COLUMBUS. 


What Be Saw ou the Houte—Arrival at Columbu— 
Hemilton and I's His'ory- The College- Other 
Intereaticg Obdeervations Made cn the 
Zrip-—The Return Trip Home, Sto, 


Americus, Ga, April 5.—[{Special.]—Tm 
CONSTITUTION’s correspondent left the ente- 
prising little city Of Americus on the eary 
tiain Tuesday morning fora pleasant trip o 
Hamilton and Columbus. The trip to Colun- 
bus was monetonous and uninteresting, The 
pretty, theiving little town of Fort Valley 3 
one of the nicest places in Georgia, and wher 
ever one changes cars here he is given amp) 
time to learn the fact. A long wait must b 
made and it becomes very tiresome. Tile 
most conspicuous object in view as the tran 
stops there is the Harris house, a large, com 
meodious ard well kept hotel, and one of whia 
the ‘place may well be prousg 
The town has a number. of haadsom 
stores and pretty residences. It has one o' 
two factories of different articles, and has : 
fine trade in all departments of merchandise 
it is in a prohibition county. From Fort Val- 
ley to C.lumbus the ride was very tiresome. 
An cccatioval stop at one of the smal! to wns of 


the roaa relieved the eye of the sight of bar-—

ARRIVAL AT COLUMBUS. 

At Colambus the Columbus and Rome train 
was Weltipg. The trip up this road is one of 
the most delightful in the state. It rans 
through some of the richest, mo-t fertile and 
best timbered Jands in Georgia. crossing now 
and then one of the pretty littlestreams which 
course this section, and coming in 
sight. here and there, of bits of beautifal 
scenery unsurpessed inthe south. After a 
twenty five mile ride tarouzh these ever- 
changing views ofthe beautiful and -pictur- 
ergue, we rodeinto Hamilton. The railroad 
rous through the lar;est and prattiest part of 
the town, showing it off for ali it is worth. 

H'STORY OF HAMILTON. 

Hamilton is one of the oldest towns ia Gepr- 
gia. It was laid offas atown ib 1813, and had, 
within a year, asit has hadever since, about 
CO nbabitants. it will most probably never 
be any larger. Itis too near Columbus. There 
is no telling, however, when it will catch the 
boom. A bank, cotton factory, etc, are 
now talked of. If these planus msa- 
teria!ize, it will! iacreas 3 the 
population snd size of the town, but it will 
take a powerfal stroke of fortune and enor- 
ir ous increase of enterprise, or the discovery of 
some valuable property in the soil, to make it 
other than o simple little mountain village. 
And why should it aspire to more than this? 
very town cannot become a city, and Hamil- 
ton shonid be content to remain the healthiest, 
pretiicst and most intelligent locality in 
Gecrgia. 

VISIT TO THE COLLEGE. £ 

A visit to the college was indeed a feast for 
ile eye that leves beauty, picturesqueness 
and granduer of scenery. The _ largest 
weoten structure (the largest wooden 
building for the purpose in the state) 
stands on the highest pointin the town, and is 
surrounded by a ceautifal grove of evergreens, 
pine and oak. Itis built on a foundation of 
solid rock and hasa commanding appearance. 
Ou the first foor two broad haliways cross 
cech other, aud six large, well finished and 
hancsomely furnished recitation rooms may be 
scen. In the sccond story is the large chapel, 
w bere the devotional exercises and commence: 
ment exercises may be held. Fromthe ante: 
room of the chapel we ascend to the observa- 
to:y by meaus of narrow stairs. Then 
ove commands a view of miles 
did miles of grand scenes in every 
direction. Looking towards the north you 
have in front of yeu the Pine mountain, and 
on yourright is the Oak mountain. This 
Luding ison the site of the old femate college, 
which flourished for a numbor of tears under 
the management of Colonel J. W. Lovelace. It 
was burned some yearsago and Colonel Love- 
lace at once began the erection of the hand- 
some building which now stands on the sppt. 
‘This public-spirited man died in 1879, while 
engsged in completing the building. After his 
death the building was bought by a board of 
ten trustees and finished by the citizens ata 
cost of about $12,000 or $15,000. It was 
finished in 1882 and oilered to the 
state £5 a branch of the 
state universily. If was accepted. and has 
since teen known asthe West Georgia A and 
M. college. Piofcesor J.W. Dozier took charge 
of the school in 1605, and has taught it with 
xreat success. 

- Specially to be mentioned as leading spirits 
in Hamilton sre Professor Dozier and Editor J. 
L. Dennis. Editor Dexnisisalso known to the 
profession as the inventing editorof the state. 
His latest invention, he says, will revolu- 
tionize the composing room. He will ex- 
plain the invention, probably, when he 
perfects it. Prof. Dozier is one of Georgia’s 
finest instructors and is the distinguished in- 
ventor of the famous common pronoua ‘‘s9,” 
which has attracted so much attention and 
interest from some of the most eminent schol- 
ars of the world. 

BacK TO COLUMBUS. 

Friday morning your correspondent left 
Hamilton for Columbus. There he found the 
Young Men’s Christian association convention 
asstmbied. Two days spent there was both 
pleasant and profitable. About sixty-five dele- 
gaies were in attendance, and they were all 
clever, pleasant and fullof fun. About 25 
Georgia associations ~ were represented 
avd several secretaries from other 
states were present. The most 
forcible and magnetic speaker of the conven- 
ticn was Mr. C. H. Yatman, of Newari, N. 
J. Heisa very enthusiastic speaker and a 
great power in the associatiwn. He made an 
address at most every meeting and Saturday 
night over $2,500 was raised for the work of 
the state committee. Mr. Yatman told several 
most wonderfal incidents which he had wit- 
neesed, using such forcible language and vor: 
traying such vivid; word pictures of both 
the beautiful and the terrible views of life 
that his hearers’ attention was completely 
captivated, and they could have listened to 
him for hours without tiring.

The international copyright question con- 
tinues to be discussed. It has been talked 
about ever since our republic came into ex- 
istence, but nothing bas been done. 


er addressed the Columbia law school in fa- 
vor of an international copyright. He said 
it was a strange fect that a nation so enlight- 
ened as ours, should be the only one in the 
world that refused to prevent its people from 
appropriating other people’s goods. He de- 
clared that American authors suffer seriously 
from the competition of stolen material, and 
argued that with an international copyright 
books would not be much more expensive, 
and would be better edited and printed. 

Occasionally an American publisher speaks 
out on thisline, He is safe in doing so, be- 
cause he knows that his fellow-publishers 
are almost solidly against an international 
cepyright, ard their influence is strong 
enough to defeat it. 

Our publishers are not robbers. They 
are a very respectable set, but they 
cannot resist the temptation of getting 
something for nothing. They have 
grown rich by helping themselves to the 
property of English writers, and they 
naturally feel disposed to stick to the good 
old way. Of course this keeps our book 
writers down. Publishers do not care to: 
pay for manuscripts when they have only to 
appropriate a popular Hoglish book and re- 
print it. 

Still, the outlook is not without its bright 
side. ‘The conditions complained of have 
driven American writers into journalism, 
and the result has been to give us the best 
newspapers of the age. Instead of burying 
their thonghts and fancies in books, our 
writers rnsh into the newspapers, where they 
can address millions of r@aders, It matters 
not what a writer’s bent may be, if he has 
something to say and can say it well, the 
newspapers are open to him and they will 
pay him better fignres than the book pub- 
lishers can afford. There are absolutely no 
limitations. Our great newspapers will give 
employment to scientists, theologians, histo- 
rians, novelists and poets. 

Surely, under the circumstances, no Amer- 
ican writer need concern himself about inter- 
national copyright, except asa question of 
morals. We ought to make our book pub- 
Hishiers pay for property when they take it

“Journalists” and Newspaper Men. 

A London journalist bas retired from a 
comfortable position for the purpose of set- 
ting upa ‘‘echool of jouraalism,’’ and‘ we 
hear of similar schools to be established oa 
this side the water. ‘‘Journalism,’’ indeed, 
eppears to be a very serious matter from the 
outside point of view, and some of our col- 
leges, recognizing the ambition and desire of 
the stadents who do not understand English 
to make an honorable living where a knowl- 
edge of English is not necessary, have in- 
avgurated a series of lectures on ‘“‘journal- 
ism.’’ 

These episodes have been commented on 
by the newspapers, and some of the profes- 
sors of ‘‘journalism’’ bave gone so far as to 
print their remarks in the monthly reviews, 
80 that the entire public, withont regard to 
sex or previous condition, might reap the 
advantage of these precepts. These lectures 
have no doubt done great good, for it is a 
matter of record that college graduates make 
the best of ‘‘journalists.’’ They are able to 


stand around in a gracefal manner, and wear 


spring overcoats in winter, and to deftly 


touch the secret springs of the free lunch © 


counter. 

Now, although ‘‘journalism’’ is a big 
thing in itself, and although ‘‘journalists’’ 
are an ornament to the profession, the news- 
papers of the day are made by newspaper 
men—men who, while the ‘‘journalists’’ are 
listening to long- windéd lectures, are serving 
their apprenticeship at the printer’s case or 
as reporters. The newspaper mendo the 
work and draw the salaries, while the ‘‘jour- 
nalists’’ get the credit of it. This is as it 
should be, and as it ever has been, but the 
time has arrived when every genuine news- 
ppper man knows that it is not to his inter- 
est to be known as a “‘journalist,’’ and this 
is thereason that when an editor is seeking 


a true ‘‘journalist,’’ he bends his steps to- |

It has been said that ‘‘journalism’”’ is a 
profession, and we are now convinced that 
such is the case, for it ‘‘journalism’’ was a

We print in another column an interesting 
communication from a correspondent wh») 
discusses with considerable vigor the atti- 
tude of the Creoles of Louisiana towards 
Mr. Cable. The paragraph which our cor- 
respondent quotes from THE CONSTITUTION 
was given simply as an item of curious liter- 
ary news. : 

Among people of taste in the south—even 
among those who have even a casual appre- 
ciation of literature—there are no two opin- 
ions in regard to the quality of Mr. Cable’s 
art. THE CONSTITUTION, whileit has never 
hesitated to condemn Mr, Cable’s semi-po- 
litical utterances, has, on the other hand, 
rever failed to do justice to his fictive cre- 
ations. There isa very great difference, 
however, between the Cable who preac'ies 
social equality and the Cable who has dis- 
tinguished himself in literature. 

His Creole portraits have been rudely 
criticised by those who affect to believe that 
they are in the nature of an attack on the 
Creoles, but such criticism is the outcoma of 
the provinciality which Mr. Cable so deftly 
defines in his ‘‘Grandissemes.’’ Sach pro- 
tests as have been made against Mr, Cable’s 
stories are simply amusing. There are no 

-more sympathetic pictures in American liter- 
ature than those he has drawn of Creole life 
in Louisiana, and this fact will, one day, be 
recognized by the Creoles themselves. 

It seems to us that Mr. Cable ought to 
confine himself to literature, where his suc- 
cess has been so gratifying. He can never 
be a reformer. 
The south and the negro will take care of 
themselves, and they will do so much more 
effectually when the reformers and cranks 
conclude to let them alone.

Yesterday’s election in Chicago was not a 
local contest. It was watched with intense 
interest by the whole country, and there 
will be general joy among the good people 
in every section when the result is known.

‘Give the Devil His Due.” 

Boston, March 31, 1887.—To the editor of the 
Constitution; In your edition of March 27th I find 
the following: 

The Creole Fireside, a prominent representative 
of the people of St. James parish, La, says Mr. Ca 
ble’s new story inthe Century “is no exception to 
those previously written by him on the Creoles, and 
might be damaging tothe honest and laborious pop- 
ulation to which he refers 1f the author had not on 
so many oceasions furnished public proofs of his love 
for exaggeration and his hatred for truta.”’ 

Presuming that reference is made only to Mr. Ca- 
ble’s stories of Creole life, Jet us consider for a mo- 
ment the question whether Mr. Cable should be 
charged with “exaggeration and hatred of truth.’ 
It has never been claimed that he has chosen his 
characters from. among the best classes of creoles; 
he no where assumes to do this. In the Grandis- 
semes he more nearly approaches it. perhaps, in 
one or two of his characters, but it can with pro- 
priety be asserted that in none of his stories does 
he draw asingle picture of that which is really to 
be found among the cultured, best class of the 
creoles. 

But on the other hand, is it fair tocharze him 
with exaggeration and hatred of truth, ‘because he 
chose to use only the common pigments in his 
word-painting? Cannot types of the classes whose 
life he describes be found any day in New Or- 
leans? Is there an old Louisianian who cannot 
recall them bythe score? lt would be according 
to Mr. Cable more purely creative genious than is 
justly hisdue, I think, to charge that he evolved 
his characters with nothing. That he did noi seek 
a higher social plane for his models is greatly to 
his own and his readers loss, for neither the pict- 
uresqueness of his stories nor their piquant layor 
would have suffered by so doing. 

But to claim thet Cable’s stories have no founda- 
tion in truth, is as unfair as it would be for Bosio 
nese to assert that Howells does but lie when he 
gives us a Silas Lapham ora Rev. like Mr. Sewall. 
I really hoped he had lied, for I was slo w to be- 
lieve that a silly thing like Statira, ora gigling 
nonentity like Mandy Grier could be found ina 
this modcrn Athens. But it did not take long for 
me to learn that he had nodifiiculty in flading 
such models, 

Because they are true to life, however, does not 
commend touseither the characters or the an- 
thor’s taste in selection, Familiarity with such 
people, either in books or real life, is far from ele- 
yating, and lacks much of being amusing. With 
Maurice Thompson I question whether American 
society is worth perpetuating if Howells’s pictures 
represent the best there is, Fortunately we know 
they do Bot, 

When Justin McCarty lectured here awhile ago 
he referred to the gratitude due Howells and Cable 
from England, because of the knowledge they had 
acquired of New England and creole life trom 
reading their books. 

Heaveussave the work! As well might Ameri- 
cans say they knew nothing of the English nobili- 
tv until they read Dickens's tales, or ‘‘That Lass 0 
Lowery's.’’ The contrast is no greater. As wide 
a difference exists between the men and women 
of broad culture, whom one meets constantly in 
Bosion, andjHowells’s characters, as there is be- 
tween the descendents of crowned heads and those 
who delve in English coal pits; andthe creoles of 
Cable’s stories stand quite as far removed from the 
gentle, courteous, high-bred creoles whose homes 
it isa delight to enter. 

But that does not alter the fact that such people 
do live, move and haye their being. What for is 
more than any philosopher can tell. Saying they 
do nct will not bury them out of sight. Sol say. 
give ihe devil his dues.

Commissioner Haight Decides in His Favor— 
Other Revenue Cases, 

Deputy United States Marshal Cochran, of 
Jasper county, was on yesterday acquitted by 
Commissioner Haight, of the charge of beinz 
interested in an illicit distillery. 

This case has attracted 2 great deal of atten- 
tich, especially among the reveuue olli-ers 
Cochran, who helds, as will be rememberef 
com missicns from the marshal of 
both the northern and sonth- 
ern districts of Georgia, was charged iu osen 
court of being interested in an unregistered 
distilery, the charge being made bya young 


- 


man named Martin, of Newton county, 
who was on trial for illicit distiiling, As sooa 
as ik® learned of the charges, Cochran de- 


manded an examination, claiming that he was 
not gnilty of the charges, Toe case came be- 
fore Commission Haight on Saturday evening, 
and after some of the testimony had beea 
taken, wascontinued until Monday, a farther 
continuance until yesterday beiug taken on 
account of the absence of a material witness. 
This witness was A.J. Warren, who was 
interegted with Martin in the siillin ques- 
tion. These two men swore that 
Cochran had promised them immunity from 
the law if they were te go ahead aud run the 
distillery. They implicated also a prominent 
citizen named Connolly. The other witnesses 
¢xamined were extremely reticent, being 
atraid, evidently, that they might implicate 
themselves. Connolly tolda straight story. 
and one which was corroborated by the reve- 
uue oflicers. Heisthe only deputy marshal 


in that section of the country 
and is in a perfect nest 
of moonshiners. By his hard work in behalf 


of the government he has incurred the bitter 
hatred of bis moonshine neighbers, a fact 
which is proven by the several attempts which 
bave been made upou his life. Oniy a few 3 
months ege he was filled fall of buckshot, and 
ceveral similar attempts have been made. With 
regard to this particular etill, Cochran admis 


ted having visited it upon  severa! 
occasions, and having fra‘ernized 
with the men interested. This 


was done, he claimed, for the purpose of get- 
ting hold of the necessary iuformatien to con- 
vict the moorshiners. He denied having éy r 
doneapny work about the distillery aud this 
was corroborated by the testimony of Martiu 
and Warren themselves. It was Cochran who 
gave Colonel Chapman the information which 
led to the seizure of the distillery aud the cap- 
ture of the men interested. 

It was evidentto the commissioner that, even 
if Cochran had committed a technieal violation 


di:charge of the duties of his office. He and 
Mr. Connelly, against whom there was no evi- 
dence, were discharged and went on their way 
rejoicing. |

The Ex-Members of the Police Department 
Present a Paper to the Pablic. 

The ex-members of the police—those who 
were left at the election last week—are after 
the members of the police commission who 
voted against them with a sharp stick. - 

For two or three days past the ex-members 
have been mingling with their friends and dis- 
cussing the situation. They have found many 
persons who expressed a decided disapproval 
of the action of the board in discharging so 
many members of the force. The expression 
of the friends increased the dissatisfaciion 
among the men, and yesterday afternoon 
eighteen of them met for the purpose of taking 
some action in the matter. 

Mr. George Poole was called to the chair, 
and Mr. Cunningham was designated as the 
secretary. Mr. Poole stated that those present 
had been called together to take some action 
relative to their wholesale discharge. 

Mr. Cunningham presented a paper which 
he said he had prepared, and suggested that it 
be published. The paper was read. It was in 
the nature of a statement of the facts from 
their standpoint, and was addressed to the 
public. When those present heard the paper 
read a motion declaring it the statement of the 
meeting and requesting the city papers to print 
it prevailed. The paper was: 

‘“Inasmtich as our worthy mayor and Mr. Ste- 
phens, members of the board of police com nissiun, 
were maliciously attacked by the big four, we 
wish to plece facts before the pubjic in justification 
of his honor and Mr. Stephens, whic® otherwise 
might not come tothe knowledge of the citizens, 
epeblipg any unprejudiced citizen of Atlanta, de 
he prohi or anti, to judge between them and the 
extremists who happen to coastitute the majority 
on the day of election, aud threw off twenty-seven 
timply because they were antis, whom they 
thought might do the prohi cause injury or might 
not advocate the prohi cause (for very few of them 
talked upon the subject, being police officers). No 
they wanted agents through the city with their 
extreme views. 

1. We are prepared to prove to any one question- 
ing the statement, that thete are men retained on 
the force whose record is infinitely worse thanaay 
one of those discharged,but as drunkenness whilst 
on duty Coes not seem to constitute a cause for in 
vestigation, in the estimation of our (‘conctien- 
tious’’) prohi commistioners, we are not surprised 
that they should retain every man against whom 
in the past two years such eharges have been made 
and established, and discharged those agains? 
whom there was none, and hence were supported 
by Messrs, Cooper and Stephens. 

2. ‘These yorthies have proposed through the 
public prints to furnish any citizeu, the reason for 
this (‘‘couscioustious’’) proceedure. We have ye: 
to Jearn of their complying to this proposal in any 
instance, but merely offering some subterfuge 
whenever approached; based upon statements of 
their puppet chief. whose opiniens were controlled 
by bis greed f ~ is of which evidently de- 
pended wromi it, the false statements he made 
which he cannot prove. Not on scintilla of evi- 
cence can he get, and somuch was he impressed 
that he denied having anything to do with the dis- 
charge of a single man until the big four revealed 
the fact. The fancy puppet chief has been paid 
bis piice-——men, irrespecuve of their worth'as offi- 
cers, becanse they were too manly tochange their 
opipionssnd used as tools by the big four. For in- 
stance, in the case of aman who came in daily, 
yes hourly, contact with each of the 
four captains, whilst on his beat serving under 
each at Giflerent times, duriug the past two years, 
and possibly once in six month with the chief, (as 
that is about as often as he goes the rounds,) was 
pronounced by the puppet chief at the last moment 
inefiicient, contrary to the emphatic opinion of the 
iour Ceptains—no Charges ever having been made 

ainst him—simply he wes an antiand must go. 
This is one of numerous instances of ‘‘couscienu- 
tiovs” discharge or performance of duty on the 
part of this heirarch who carefully investigated 
the Cifferent cases before voting 4 to 2. : 

5. We can prove that there was not a man put on 
the force who was not a prohi, or from whom some 
pecuniary gain was not expected, (with the excep- 
tion of two cases which we have not as yet the 


-proof,) whilst several of them had previously been 


on the force, but had been discharged for drunken- 


| ness—a prohi recomendation,or disorderly conduct, 


allof which, under the regulations, would pre- 
scribe them from again serving on the force. Others 
were put on who could neither read nor write, but 
were not exainined ou this point 
because one of the big four knew 
the fact, and though he knew it disqualified 
were prohis. Others 
who had been lockedin the cells bythe “inefti- 


| clent’ men who were discharged, are filling their 
| places on the force. Here are men who have served 


efficiently on the force from Sto 12 years, and 
against whom naught could be said, save that they 


. did not agree with the four worthies on the su dject 


ot prohibition, 

These area fewof the facts we submit to our 
fellow citizens, that they msy judge how ‘‘consci 
eniious’”’ the four men discharged their duty as 
rusted custodians of their. interests in opposition 
io the judgement of an honest minority. Bat ma- 
crity must rule. (?) To the victor belongs the 
‘poil—4 io 2; or 8-7. 

The paper was brought to THe Consritv- 
TION by a delegation of the men, headed by 
Mir. Cunningham, who stated what had beon 
dore. 

“Now wereguest youto print this,” said 
the gentleman, ‘‘so that the public generally 
may kuow our side of ths case.” 

“What do you intend to do ?”’ ; 

“Well, I don’t know yet. When we adopted 
that resolution we appointed a committee of 
five to call upon each commissioner separately 
and ask a cause for the discharge of each man 
who was discharged.”’ 

“Do you think you will find out?’ 

“Wewilltry. You see, the commissioners 
esy that men were discharged because they 
were either dishonest or incompetent. That is 


»a bard charge, and there-are twenty-soven of 


us laboring uncer it. Weare all out of work, 
and until we show which ones were discharged 
for dishonesty weall rest under it, and none of 
us can ask for work. We wantthe commis- 
sioners to give us a cause for turning us off.” 

“But suppose they won’t do it?” 

“Well, the committee, Messrs. Canninghan, 
Lyncb, Terry, Mashbura and Hildebsand wiil 
calland a:k. Ifthey receive answers they 
will put them down; ifthey don’t, they won't.’
